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AN EXPLANATION OF THE HONOR 
SYSTEM 

The Honor System requires that a man 
or woman shall act honorably in all the 
relations and phases of student life. Lying, 
cheating, stealing, or breaking one’s word 
of honor are considered infringements of 
the Honor System. The result in such 
cases will always be dishonorable dismis- 
sal from the college. The pledge in classes 
on quizzes, examinations, written prob- 
lems, and exercises, means that the work 
which the student hands in to her profes- 
sor is her own, which she herself has 
done in accordance with the requirements 
of the course as laid down by the profes- 
sor. The pledge shall be as follows: “I 
hereby declare upon my word of honor 
that I have neither given nor received 
help on this work.” The faculty will co- 
operate in establishing a clear understand- 
ing of these requirements. In any case 
of doubt as to the nature or extent of a 
pledge the student should immediately re- 
quest that the professor in charge make 
the requirements perfectly clear to the en- 
tire class. 

The Honor System requires in the 
second place that, when a student sees 
another student in suspicious circum- 
stances, she shall investigate the matter 
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as secretly and as speedily as possible, 
and if she finds evidence of guilt, shall 
accuse the suspected student to her face. 
It is imperative that everyone recognize 
this duty of protecting the Honor System 
and the student body. Anyone who sees 
another student in suspicious circum- 
stances and fails to investigate the matter 
is herself guilty of a breach of honor. 
Loyalty to the student body demands that 
one make this investigation. This can in 
no way be construed as spying or tale- 
bearing. It is the finest expression of loyal- 
ty to a cherished tradition of honor among 
a community of self-governing students 
who wish to cooperate and work to the 
best interest of all concerned. The Honor 
Committee, duly elected by the students, 
represents the opinion of the students in 
this college and is in no way responsible 
to the faculty. 

It is always advisable to associate two or 
three fellow students, if possible, in mak- 
ing an investigation. All materials having 
any connection with the case should be 
summarily taken possession of by the in- 
vestigators, if need be against the wishes 
of the suspected person, as a matter of 
protection to all interests concerned. It is 
important to understand that the investi- 
gating students are the first to pass on the 
guilt or innocence of the suspected person; 
if they believe her to be guilty, they shall 
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demand that the accused leave the college 
immediately; the right to appeal to the 
Honor Committee rests alone with the 
accused. In all fairness to a person ac- 
cused, those who make the charges shoulr’ 
have the precise breach of honor clearly 
fixed in their own minds. A student may 
not drop a charge upon the agreement of 
the accused to resign from the college; if 
a breach of honor is suspected, the ulti- 
mate result must be the quasi-public 
dishonorable dismissal in every case 
where the accused is believed to be guilty. 
Furthermore, if a student leaves the col- 
lege “under a cloud” (for example, after 
being involved in cheating or some other 
dishonorable act) jurisdiction is retained 
by the students investigating the case. The 
student investigators shall give the sus- 
pected an opportunity to return and face 
the charge. If the accused refuses to re- 
turn, the student investigators shall re- 
port to the chairman of the Honor Com- 
mittee that such absent student is not 
entitled to an honorable dismissal. 

It is also important that every student 
should exercise the greatest care to keep 
herself free from the suspicion of evil. 
Such practices as leaving the examination 
room for any length of time unaccompa- 
nied, or bringing text and note books into 
the examination room, or carelessly glanc- 
ing toward another student’s papers — 
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these are heartily condemned by the 
Honor Committee. While such acts do not 
themselves constitute an infringement of 
the Honor System, such practices are 
highly dangerous both for the individual 
and for the continued well-being of the 
Honor System. 

The Honor Committee earnestly dis- 
courages the use of pledges in all matters 
of personal concern; a woman’s word of 
honor, once given, is inviolate, and its use 
in regulating trivialities is highly danger- 
ous. 


PROCEDURAL FEATURES 

1. Any student believing that a breach 
of the Honor System has been committed 
shall, with the assistance of such students 
of the college as she may desire to call 
upon, investigate the matter as secretly 
and speedily as possible. After a thorough 
investigation, if they believe the suspected 
person guilty of a violation of honor, they 
shall demand that she explain her con- 
duct. In case the investigating group is 
satisfied that the suspected student is not 
guilty of improper conduct, there shall be 
no further proceedings, and nothing con- 
nected with the case shall be made public. 
If, after hearing her explanation or after 
she has refused to make an explanation, 
the investigators are still convinced of 
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her guilt, they shall demand that she leave 
the college at once. 

2. The accused must then either leave 
the college or demand of the chairman of 
the Honor Committee that the Honor 
Committee be convened to try the case. 
The case shall be tried as soon thereafter 
as is conveniently possible, giving primary 
consideration to the wishes of the accused. 

3. In case the accused leaves the col- 
lege without trial by the Honor Commit- 
tee, the accuser shall notify the chairman 
of the Honor Committee of the name of 
the offender and the nature of the offense. 
Following such a notification, the Honor 
Committee shall take action to record the 
facts in the same manner as if the case 
had been tried before them. The status of 
the accused under such circumstances is 
the same as though she had been found 
guilty by the Honor Committee. 

4. The Honor Committee shall consist 
primarily of the presidents of the four 
classes of the college. When sitting upon 
a trial, the house president of the dormi- 
tory in which the accused resides, or in 
case of an off-campus student, the off- 
campus representative, shall constitute the 
fifth member of the committee. Until the 
Freshman Class president is elected, the 
vice-president of the Senior Class shall 
serve in her place. In case of absence of 
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any member of this committee, the next 
highest ranking officer in the class shall 
act in her place, the officers ranking in 
the following order — president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer, and histor- 
ian. 

5. On the trial of a case, the president 
of the Senior Class shall act as chairman. 
The minutes of the trial shall be kept by 
an employed stenographer. These minutes 
shall be in the custody of the Honor Com- 
mittee, and it shall be their duty to see 
that they are properly stored for safe 
keeping from year to year. 

The minutes of any trial shall be open 
to inspection by any person who may sat- 
isfy the Honor Committee of his legitimate 
interest in the case. No notes or memor- 
anda shall be permitted to be made from 
the minutes. During any inspection of 
those minutes, there shall always be pre- 
sent at least two members of the Honor 
Committee. 

6. On conviction of the accused, the 
chairman shall report the name of the 
convicted student and the nature of the 
offense of which she was found guilty 
to the Registrar, who shall notify her pro- 
fessors, parents, and the Dean of Women. 
In case the accused is declared innocent, 
the minutes of the trial shall be immedi- 
ately destroyed. It shall be within the 
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discretion of the Honor Committee to give 
such publicity of the facts of a case result- 
ing in a finding of guilt as shall be con- 
sidered advisable. 

7. At the trial before the Honor Com- 
mittee, both sides may be represented by 
counsel from the student body, but not 
otherwise. 

8. If, after thorough trial, four of the 
five persons who compose the Honor Com- 
mittee are convinced of the guilt of the 
accused and shall so cast their vote in a 
secret ballot, the accused must leave the 
college immediately. 

9. From the decision of the Honor 
Committee there shall be no appeal. 

10. A case resulting in a verdict of 
guilty may be reopened only upon the 
production of new evidence bearing di- 
rectly on the question of guilt. Any per- 
son seeking to reopen a case shall appear 
before the Honor Committee and state 
the nature of the evidence. The committee 
shall then consider whether the evidence 
is sufficiently relevant to warrant a re- 
trial. If a case is reopened, it shall be 
entirely retried. For the purposes of this 
section, the composition of the Honor 
Committee in cases of petition for retrial 
shall be governed by the provisions of 
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Section 3 of the Procedural Features of 
this code and no other. No member of 
the committee entitled to sit under the 
provisions of Section 4 above shall be pre- 
cluded from exercising such rights by 
virtue of his absence from the first trial. 

11. A definite time shall be set aside to 
explain the principles of the Honor Sys- 
tem to new students. The speaker for this 
occasion shall be selected by the Honor 
Committee. A copy of the Honor System 
shall be in the Bayonet and the first edition 
of the college paper. A brief outline of 
the procedure of the Honor System shall 
be given to each student. 
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HONOR CODE 


I, as a student and citizen of Mary 
Washington College, do hereby resolve 
to uphold the honor of the college by 
refraining from giving or receiving aca- 
demic material in a manner not authorized 
by the instructor; from the illegal ap- 
propriation of the property of others; and 
from the deliberate falsification of facts. 
I shall do all in my power at all times to 
create a spirit of honesty and honor for 
its own sake both by upholding the Honor 
System myself and by helping others to 
do so.

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CONSTITUTION 
of the 

Student Government Association 
Mary Washington College 

(Adopted April 9, 1924) 


ARTICLE I 
Name 

The name of this organization shall be 
“The Student Government Association of ' 
Mary Washington College.” 

ARTICLE II 
Purpose 

The purpose of this organization shall 
be to promote personal responsibility, loy- 
alty, and a high sense of honor in the 
individual, and to represent and further 
the best interests of the student body and 
the college by inculcating the underlying 
principles of self-government and democ- 
racy. 

ARTICLE III 
Membership 

Section 1. The membership of this asso- 
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ciation shall consist of all students of the 
college. 

Sec. 2. Each girl is expected to conform 
to the following regulations which consti- 
tute the basis of any governing system: 

(a) To abide by the regulations of the 
Student Government Association and the 
administration. 

(b) To uphold in every phase of col- 
lege life the highest standards of personal 
honor. 

(c) To accept responsibility with regard 
to both personal conduct and conduct of 
others. 


ARTICLE IV 
Legislative Department 

Section 1. The legislative power shall be 
vested in the association as a whole. 

Sec. 2. Regular meetings shall be held 
the first week of each month. Special 
meetings shall be called by the president 
at her discretion or upon the written re- 
quest of five members of the Student 
Council or twenty members of the student 
body, when it is deemed that an emer- 
gency exists. 

All students are required to attend these 
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meetings unless excused by the president 
of Student Government Association. 

Sec. 3. (a) Quorum — Two-thirds of the 
members of the association shall constitute 
a quorum, (b) A majority of those pre- 
sent, provided there is a quorum, is re- 
quired for the adoption of any legislation. 
A majority is one more than half of those 
present. 


ARTICLE V 
Executive Department 

Section 1. The executive power shall be 
vested in a Student Council of the general 
officers, the house presidents, and the class 
representatives, and the town girls repre- 
sentative, and the off-campus representa- 
tive. The Y. W. C. A. president, Freshman 
Commissioner adviser, and the Athletic 
Association president shall be ex-officio 
members. 

(a) Student Council shall meet at least 
once a week at the call of the president. 
If necessary, she may also call a special 
meeting. Upon the written request of two 
members of the council or upon the re- 
quest of ten members of the student body, 
the president must call a council meeting. 
It shall hear, decide, and affix penalties for 
all cases of violations of student govern- 
ment rules and regulations and standards 
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of conduct required by the college except 
as stated under Rules and Regulations, 
Article 2, Section 1. (All outstanding cases 
of misconduct shall be referred to the 
Joint Council for final decision.) The Stu- 
dent Council shall also study the needs of 
the association and map out a program of 
work for the year. 

(b) Any student may appeal by right 
from a decision of the Student Council to 
the Joint Council. 

Sec. 2. Officers. 

(a) The general officers of the associa- 
tion shall be a president (chosen from the 
Senior Class), a vice-president, a secre- 
tary and a treasurer (chosen from the 
Junior or Senior Class.) The president of 
Student Government is not eligible for 
any other elective office or honor given by 
the students. 

(b) Duties of Officers. 

1. The president shall call and preside 
over all meetings of the association and 
shall be responsible for the organization of 
the incoming Freshman class. She shall be 
in touch with the work of all lesser officers 
and shall stimulate them in their duties. 
She shall appoint all committees. 

2. The vice-president shall assume the 
duties of the president in her absence or

at her request, and at other times fully co- 
operate with her in the performance of 
her duties. 

3. The secretary shall keep a record of 
all proceedings of the association, the stu- 
dent Council, Joint Council, House Coun- 
cil; also lists of all officers and committees; 
and attend to the correspondence of the 
association. 

4. The treasurer shall collect all money 
due the association and expend the same. 
This is subject to the approval of the as- 
sociation and under the direction of the 
president. 

Sec. 3. House President. 

(a) There shall be a house president 
from the Junior or the Senior Class for 
each of the dormitories. The presidents of 
Virginia and Betty Lewis Halls shall be 
elected by the incoming Sophomore Class; 
the presidents of Dolly Madison, Mary 
Ball, and Mary Custis Halls shall be elec- 
ted by the present Junior Class; the presi- 
dent of Frances Willard and Cornell Halls 
shall be elected by the present Sophomore 
and Freshman Classes; the president of 
Westmoreland Hall shall be elected by the 
incoming Junior Class. 

(b) The house president shall be respon- 
sible for and seek to secure a spirit of co- 
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operation in her dormitory by making the 
care, sanitation, safety, and conduct of the 
dormitory a matter of interest and pride. 
She shall cooperate with the hostess or 
person in charge in maintaining order and 
discipline, and promoting the general wel- 
fare of the students. The house presidents 
shall also give permission concerning the 
spending of the night out of the home 
room. This officer shall appoint some one 
to serve in her absence, posting her door 
to that effect. The house president shall 
call a regular meeting of the dormitory 
once a month to discuss those things which 
make for the best conduct and environ- 
ment possible, and shall plan and direct 
social activities of the dormitory. 

(c) All students are required to attend 
house meetings. 

Sec. 4. Representatives. 

(a) There shall be one representative 
each from the Freshman, Sophomore, Ju- 
nior and Senior classes. The freshman 
representative is to be elected immediately 
before Christmas. 

(b) The duties of the representatives 
shall be to cooperate with the officers in 
carrying out the business of the associa- 
tion. 

(c) Day students shall have a represen- 
tative on Student Council, who shall have 
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power to vote on all matters except those 
concerning the home life of boarding stu- 
dents. 

(d) The Off-campus Council members 
shall elect from their Council a representa- 
tive to Student Council who will represent 
the off-campus girls to be a regular voting 
member of Student Council. 

Sec. 5. Nominations. 

(a) Nominations for the four major of- 
ficers of the Student Government Associa- 
tion, the Honor Council President, and 
the Fire Commander shall be made by a 
nominating committee composed of the 
four major officers of Student Council and 
the four class presidents. Additional nom- 
inations for these offices may be made 
from the floor by the members of the as- 
sociation; for house presidents as pre- 
scribed for their election in Section 3(a); 
and for representatives by the members 
of their respective classes. The names of 
these nominees shall be submitted to the 
Joint Council for consideration of their 
eligibility. Names of nominees approved 
by Joint Council shall be posted for forty- 
eight hours before the elections. 

(b) The nominations of officers listed 
above, Section 5(a), when submitted to 
Joint Council, shall have a minimum of 
three names. 

There shall be no restrictions as to the 
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maximum number that may be submitted. 
In every case the number of nominees for 
each office approved by Joint Council must 
exceed by at least one the number of of- 
ficers to be elected. 

Sec. 6. Elections. 

(a) The president of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association and the President of 
Honor Council shall be elected between 
February 1 and February 15, and are not 
eligible for any other elective office 
or honor. The vice-president, secretary, 
and treasurer of the Student Government 
Association; vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer, and freshman commissioner of 
the Y. W. C. A.; vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer, and librarian of R. A.; and the 
Fire Commander shall be elected, after 
the nominations have been completed, by 
means of an Australian ballot, on a pre- 
determined election day not later than 
March 1, extending from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
After election day the class presidents 
shall have preference over all other elec- 
tions. The election of house presidents, 
class representatives, and vice-presidents 
shall be held next, after which the various 
clubs shall have their elections. 

(b) The president of the Honor Council 
shall be elected as soon as possible after 
the president of Student Government, and 
before February 15, and is not eligible 
for any other elective office or honor. She 
shall come from the Senior Class. 
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(c) The Y. W- president shall be elected 
as soon as possible after the election of 
the Honor Council president. The Y. W. 
president shall come from the Junior or 
Senior Class. The nominating committee 
shall be composed of the five major officers 
of Y. W. and of outgoing Seniors. Addi- 
tional nominations may be made from the 
floor by the student body. Election shall 
be carried on by the Y. W Cabinet. 

(d) The R. A. president shall be elect- 
ed as soon as possible after the Y. W. presi- 
dent. The R. A. president shall come from 
the Senior Class. The nominating com- 
mittee shall be appointed by the R. A. 
president. An opportunity shall be given 
for further nominations by the member- 
ship at large. Election shall be carried on 
by the R. A. Council. 

(e) The Editor-in-Chief of the Battle- 
field, Bullet, and Bayonet shall be appoint- 
ed within these respective organizations. 

(f) All votes which are cast by secret 
ballot for the student body major offices 
shall be counted in the presence of the 
Student Council members. Election shall 
be on the basis of majority vote. 

(g) In the case of class representatives 
the secret ballot shall be counted in the 
presence of the president or vice-president 
of the respective classes, and one other 
member of the class in addition to either 
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a Junior or a Senior sitting on Student 
Council. 

(h) The presidents of the three classes— 
Sophomore, Junior, and Senior — are to be 
elected after the general officers of the 
other major organizations, but before the 
class representatives. 

(i) All officers of the Student Govern- 
ment Association shall be elected by- 
April 1. 

(j) The May Queen, in addition to hav- 
ing those social graces which pertain to 
the position of May Queen and all stu- 
dents elected to represent the student body 
as a whole, in any capacity, shall meet the 
same academic requirements as any other 
major officer. All nominees must come 
from the Senior Class and be approved by 
Joint Council. Nominations are open to 
the entire student body. 

(k) The Maid-of-Honor shall possess the 
same qualifications as the May Queen, and 
shall be elected in the same manner as 
soon as possible after the May Queen elec- 
tion. 

(l) The May Court will consist of four 
representatives from each class to be 
elected by that class, immediately after the 
election of the Maid-of-Honor. The six- 
teen elected, along with the May Queen 
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and the Maid-of-Honor, shall then elect 
the two flower girls and the two train 
bearers who may come from any class. 
Nominees must be approved by Joint 
Council. 

(m) The resignation of any general offi- 
cer, house president, or representative may 
be requested by the Joint Council or Stu- 
dent Council, provided she fails to perform 
efficiently the duties pertaining to her of- 
fice, or because of misconduct. 

(n) A vacancy caused by resignation 
or removal from office shall be filled in the 
same manner as the resigned office was 
filled. In the extended absence of a house 
president, a substitute shall be nominated 
by Student Government and elected by the 
dormitory concerned. 

Sec. 7. Installation — Installation exer- 
cises shall be held as soon after the spring 
and fall elections as is possible, at which 
time the newly elected Counicl members 
shall subscribe to the following oath: 

“I do hereby solemnly promise to sup- 
port and maintain the Constitution of the 
Student Government Association of Mary 
Washington College and I pledge my best 
efforts to the efficient performance of the 

duties of 

of said association, to which office I have 
been elected.” 
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ARTICLE VI 
Judicial Department 

Section 1. The judicial powers shall be 
vested in a Student Council and a Joint 
Council. 

(a) Student Council. 

1. Composition. (See Article V, Section 

1 .) 

2. Duties. (See Article V, Section 1-a). 

(b) Joint Council. 

1. The Joint Council shall consist of 
three faculty advisers and the general of- 
ficers of the association. The president of 
the college shall be an ex-officio member, 
without a vote, but with the power of veto. 

2. The Joint Council shall meet at the 
call of the chairman or at the request of 
any member to review the eligibility of 
nominees for all officers of the association, 
including general officers, house presidents 
and representatives; to hear appeals; to 
decide outstanding cases of misconduct, or 
to take counsel touching the interests of 
the association. 

3. The faculty advisers, one of whom 
shall be chairman of Joint Council, shall 
be appointed by the president of the col- 
lege, who will consider suggestions sub- 
mitted by the Student Council. 

ARTICLE VII 
Freshman Training 

Each year the period of two weeks from 
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the days of arrival shall be regarded as a 
period of training and orientation for 
Freshmen and all other new students in 
the college. No elections requiring the 
vote of Freshmen shall be held until Oc- 
tober 20. 

A Freshman Class sponsor is appointed 
by the administration for the purpose of 
assisting the freshman throughout the en- 
tire year. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Rules and Regulations 

The rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the students under the Con- 
stitution shall be formulated by the Stu- 
dent Council, approved by Joint Council 
and adopted by a majority vote of the stu- 
dent body. 

ARTICLE IX 
Amendments 

Amendments may be made to this Con- 
stitution in the following manner: Any 
student may propose an amendment. Such 
proposal shall be made in writing and sub- 
mitted to the Student Council. If acted 
upon favorably by Student Council, it shall 
be referred to Joint Council. If acted upon 
favorably by Joint Council, the proposed 
amendment shall then be posted for one 
week, after which it shall be referred to 
the student body. If two-thirds of the stu- 
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dents, provided a quorum is present, vote 
in favor of the proposed amendment, said 
amendment shall then become a part of 
the Constitution.

FIRST TUESDAY ASSEMBLY: 

1. Speech on leadership by President 
of Student Government Association. 

2. Presentation of nominees from nomi- 
nating committee for President of 
Student Government, Honor Coun- 
cil, Y. W. C. A-, and R. A. in like 
order. 

3. Nominations from the floor in like 
order. 

FIRST FRIDAY ASSEMBLY: 

1. Introduction of all approved nomi- 
nees for the office of President of 
the three organizations. 

SECOND TUESDAY ASSEMBLY: 

1. Presidents of three major organiza- 
tions and the Honor Council Presi- 
dent shall be elected by secret bal- 
lot. 
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2. Nominees from the nominating com- 
mittee for the Vice-President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer of Student Gov- 
ernment, Y. W. C. A. and R. A. 
shall be presented in the same order. 

3. Nominations shall then be taken 
from the floor for above offices. 

4. Nominations for Fire Commander 
shall then be taken. 

SECOND FRIDAY ASSEMBLY: 

1. Introduction of all approved nomi- 
nees for office of Vice-president, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer of the three 
major organizations. 

2. Introduction of approved nominees 
for office of Fire Commander. 

3. Election of above offices by secret 
ballot. 
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POINT SYSTEM 

1. Offices held by students shall be val- 
ued on a percentage basis. No student will 
be permitted to carry more than 100 per- 
cent office load at one time. 

2. Any student who is nominated for a 
major office in any of the classes or major 
activities in the college and allows her 
name to stand as a nominee is ineligible 
for nomination to any other office until the 
election for this office is over. 

If a student does not wish her nomina- 
tion to hold, she may withdraw her name 
as a nominee, provided she makes her 
withdrawal by submitting a written re- 
quest to the secretary of the class or or- 
ganization not later than twenty-four 
hours after nomination from the floor and 
previous to its posting. The list of nomi- 
nees will not be presented to Joint Council 
for approval until this time has expired. 

In case the twenty-four hours expire 
after 11:00 p.m., the hour for withdrawal 
will close at 8:00 a.m. the following morn- 
ing. 

3. A major activity is one that pertains, 
to the whole student body, such as Student 
Government, Y. W. C. A., the Battlefield 
staff, and others. In addition, departmen- 
tal organizations, such as the Recreation 
Association, the Choral Club, the Drama- 
tic Club, and any other organization or 
activity which makes demands upon the 
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time of its membership, are considered 
major activities. 

4. In order to be eligible for an office, a 
student must have a “C” average based on 
work for the two preceding semesters, ex- 
cept in the case of candidates for fresh- 
man offices. 

Ineligibility caused by conditioned 
grades cannot be removed by merely mak- 
ing up the grades, unless the conditioned 
grades were due to illness or enforced 
absence from the college. 

5. A confidential report on the academ- 
ic status of every student who is a candi- 
date for office or taking part in a major 
school activity shall be requested from the 
Registrar’s office by the secretary of the 
organization and approved by the adviser 
of that organization before the nominee’s 
name shall be submitted for consideration. 

6. A list of nominees for all officers of 
college organizations must be submitted to 
the secretary of Student Government who 
will check the point rating to see if they 
are eligible. 

7. As soon as the officers in an organi- 
sation are elected, it shall be the duty of 
the secretary of the organization to fur- 
nish the properly attested list of all officers 
in the organization to the college Registrar 
and to the secretary of Student Govern- 
ment. All changes in officers during the 
year must be carried out in the manner 
indicated above. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE REGULATIONS 

The Administration of the college, 
which is held responsible by the state 
and by the public for the discipline and 
welfare of the students, reserves the right 
to enforce regulations in the event of 
default on the part of Student Council 
or Joint Council. 

The college reserves the right to request 
any student whose conduct or general 
attitude is considered unsatisfactory and 
not in keeping with the standards of the 
college, to withdraw, even though no 
specific charge is made against her. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS OF 
STUDENT GOVERNMENT 
ASSOCIATION 

The following rules and regulations for- 
mulated in accordance with Article IX of 
the Constitution shall be effective on and 
after September 15, 1947. 

I. House Council. 

Student Counil has delegated judicial 
and executive authority to a House Coun- 
cil, an organization which is an integral 
part of, but subordinate to, Student Coun- 
cil. The House Council shall cooperate 
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with the hostess in maintaining order in 
the dormitory. 

1. Personnel: 

(a) House President — Chairman. 

(b) Vice-President of Student Council — 
Advisory member. 

(c) Representation — One student from 
each hall, elected by the students in the 
respective halls. 

2. Duties: 

(a) The House Council shall meet regu- 
larly every month. It shall meet with Stu- 
dent Council whenever it is deemed neces- 
sary. 

(b) Cases may be referred to the Stu- 
dent Council if the House Council deems 
it necessary, and a student may have the 
right of appeal to the Student Council. 

(c) All decisions of the House Council 
shall be posted in the dormitory, and the 
decisions of cases which are referred to 
Student Council shall be posted on the 
Student Government bulletin board. 

Matriculation at Mary Washington Col- 
lege constitutes an implicit promise and 
a pledge on the part of the student and 
her parents or guardian to familiarize 
themselves with the rules and regulations 
of the college, student government, and 
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the honor system, and to conform to such 
regulations so long as the student remains 
in the institution. 

Every student is expected to conform to 
the accepted standards of refined woman- 
hood and to adhere to a high standard of 
conduct at all times without the necessity 
of constantly being reminded of detailed 
rules and regulations. Deregulations which 
might bring criticism upon the students or 
the college are not tolerated. 

The college reserves the right to request 
any student whose conduct or general at- 
titude is considered unsatisfactory and 
not in keeping with the standards of the 
college, to withdraw even though no speci- 
fic charge is made against her. Any stu- 
dent who has demonstrated a lack of loy- 
alty, cooperation, ability to make neces- 
sary adjustments, or consideration for 
others, may be notified at the end of the 
session not to return. 

Class Organization 

1. All class dues must be paid by No- 
vember 15th, except those of the Fresh- 
man Class, which must be paid by Decem- 
ber 15th. Students who do not pay their 
dues by the above dates will not be con- 
sidered active members of their respective 
class organizations until such time as dues 
are paid and will not be granted class 
privileges, such as voting, holding offices, 
attending class meetings and class func- 
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tions, nor will they be allowed represen- 
tation in the Annual. 

2. Sophomore, Junior, and Senior 
classes may meet and organize prior to the 
appointment of the class adviser, but the 
program for the year shall not be under- 
taken until such appointment has been 
made. The Freshman Class shall organize 
one month after the opening of school. 

Interpretation of Strict Campusing. 

Student Council or Joint Council may 
withdraw certain privileges from students 
who have violated college regulations. The 
withdrawal of privileges in this manner is 
known as strict campusing. A strict cam- 
pused student (1) automatically Joses any 
office she may hold; (2) may not be absent 
from the campus except by special per- 
mission; (3) is not permitted to use the 
telephone, except by special permission, 
or to relay messages by telephone; (4) 
may not attend any entertainment or so- 
cial function on the Hill (this does not 
include lyceums); (5) may not participate 
in any social function or entertainment on 
the Hill, unless it is a requirement for her 
class work; (6) may not have men callers; 
(7) must go to all meals; (8) may cut no 
classes; (9) automatically loses any stu- 
dent aid position she may hold; (10) will 
be recorded as suspended for the remain- 
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not relieve the student of responsibility 
for classroom attendance, and is not 
counted as an excused absence from class- 
es except in cases of illness, an emer- 
gency, or when covered by class-cut privi- 
leges as explained under EXCUSES and 
CLASS CUTS. 

Parents often do not realize how seri- 
ously they affect the college standing of 
their children by requesting their absence 
from college when there is no urgent ne- 
cessity, because, in the strictest sense, an 
absence from class can never be made up. 
It is most seriously requested, therefore, 
that a parent or guardian not call a stu- 
dent away from the college except under 
the most urgent circumstances. 

No student will be permitted to shift 
her classes or examinations to expedite 
her leaving the college for the week-end, 
holidays, or any other reason. 

I. Excuses. 

All excuses for absence must be submit- 
ted directly to the office of the Registrar 

within three days after the absence has 
occurred. 

1. (a) Excuses for illness of students 

living in college dormitories, whether due 
to confinement in the infirmary or neces- 
sary visits to the infirmary during class 
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periods, must be submitted by the college 
physician to the Registrar’s office. 

(b) Excuses for illness of off-campus 
students must be submitted by the parent, 
hostess, or attending physician to the Reg- 
istrar, stating nature of illness. 

(c) In order to be excused from classes 
to consult a physician, dentist, or oculist 
off the campus, a student must have per- 
mission from the college physician before 
leaving the campus, and, upon her return, 
submit a statement from the doctor to the 
college physician. 

(d) No excuses will be accepted for ab- 
sences from classes except for personal ill- 
ness or an emergency such as serious ill- 
ness in the home. In the latter case, the 

excuse must come from the parent, guard- 
ian, or family physician, to the Dean of 
the College, with detailed information as 
to the reason for the absence. 

2. Members of the faculty shall keep a 
record of all absences. Excuses and class- 
cut privileges will be checked against 
these absences, and any unexcused ab- 
sences will be taken into consideration in 
making up students’ final grades in ac- 
cordance with regulations in the catalogue 
under “Grading,” page 47. All students 
are urged to attend classes regularly, and 
not to jeopardize their class standing by 
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unexcused absences. Such absences affect 
their scholastic standing materially and 
may mean the difference between failure 
and passing. 

3. No student may receive credit for a 
course meeting three times a week from 
which she has been absent more than 
twelve times during the semester, whether 
excused or unexcused, or for a course 
meeting five times a week from which she 
has been absent more than twenty times 
during the semester. 

II. Class Cuts. 

The following system of class cuts is de- 
signed for the purpose of taking care of 
all other absences from classes not cover- 
ed under the head of EXCUSES. 

(g) It is not necessary to submit an 
excuse for class cuts, and these cuts may 
be taken for any legitimate purpose, social 
or otherwise. However, before leaving the 
campus, a student must check out with 
her dormitory hostess whether for the 
purpose of visiting home or elsewhere, 
such visits to be in accordance with 
regulations in the Handbook. 

(h) Class cuts are not cumulative and, 
therefore, cannot be carried over from 
one semester to another. In other words, 
the cut privileges to which a student is 
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entitled, if not used in one semester, can- 
not be carried over and added to those 
in another semester. Of course, it is not 
compulsory that a student take advantage 
of her cut privileges, and in many in- 
stances she or her parents may not deem 
it wise for her to do so. 

(i) Cut privileges do not apply to stu- 
dent teaching responsibilities or to tests 
or examinations. 

1. (a) All students, regardless of their 
grades, are accorded the privilege of one 
cut each semester in each class. 

(b) Students who made no grade below 
“A” the previous semester shall be enti- 
tled to three cuts in each class carried the 
current semester, in addition to the one 
cut given all students. 

(c) Students whose grades averaged 
“B” for the previous semester shall be 
entitled to two cuts in each class carried 
during the current semester, in addition to 
the one cut granted all students. 

(d) Students who made an average of 
less than “B” but not less than “C” on the 
previous semester’s work shall be entitled 
to one cut from each class in which they 
are registered for the current semester, in 
addition to the one cut in each class al- 
lowed all students. 
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(e) Since an average grade of at least 
“C” is required for graduation or recog- 
nition of any kind, students who made less 
than that average the previous semester 
are entitled only to the one class cut each 
semester allowed all students. 

(f) Students transferring from other 
colleges are entitled to the same privileges 
for the first semester here, and the num- 
ber of cuts is determined by the grades in 
the college previously attended. 

2. Students are advised to keep in close 
touch with the Registrar’s office at all 
times and be sure that they are in posses- 
sion of full and accurate information in 
regard to their class standing and the 
number of cuts to which they are entitled. 

3. Nothing in these regulations and 
privileges should be construed as changing 
in any way students’ week-end privileges 
or the status of students who are cam- 
pused or otherwise deprived of student 
privileges by Student Council or Joint 
Council. 

4. Each absence from classes immedi- 
ately preceding or succeeding a holiday 
will count as two class cuts or, in case the 
absentee does not have sufficient class cuts 
to her credit to cover the absence, as two 
unexcused absences. 
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5. Students will not be excused from 
classes or examinations in order to leave 
early before a holiday or before the close 
of the session except as stated in para- 
graph 4. 

6. Students whose class attendance is 
unnecessarily irregular and who cut class- 
es excessively beyond the number of 
absences allowed may be requested to 
withdraw from the college at the end of 
the semester. 

III. Change of Schedule of Courses. 

1. All schedules of work must be ap- 
proved by the Registrar. After a schedule 
has been approved, the student is not per- 
mitted to drop any course or add a new 
course without permission. During the 
first week of the semester such requests 
should be made to the Registrar’s office. 
After the first week, permission must be 
obtained from the Dean of the College. 

2. No credit is allowed for any course 
taken for which the student has not regis- 
tered and which is not listed on the ap- 
proved schedule card filed in the Regis- 
trar’s office. 

3. If a course is dropped after the first 
three weeks of a semester, a grade of “F” 
will be recorded unless the instructor cer-

tifies that the student was maintaining a 
passing grade at the time of withdrawal. 
An exception to this rule may be made in 
case of protracted absence on account of 
illness. 

4. Students dropping a course without 
permission will automatically receive a 
grade of “F”. 

5. A fee of fifty cents is charged for 
each change in courses after one week 
from the beginning of the semester. 

6. Laboratory or other special class fees 
are not refunded if the course is dropped 
more than one week after the beginning 
of the semester. 


DORMITORY LIFE 

Study Hours: (a) Study hour shall 

be kept every night except Saturday and 
Sunday, beginning at 7:30 and ending at 
10:15. Absolute quite shall be resumed at 
10:45. There shall be absolute quite within 
the dormitories during study hours. 

(b) Dormitory telephones are not to 
be used for making or receiving local 
calls during study hours or to send or 
receive long distance calls or telegrams 
after 10:45 p. m., except in cases of emer- 
gency after securing the permission of 
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the hostess in charge of the building. 
Students are expected to be considerate 
of others«in the use of the telephone. 

Saturday Night: A student may spend 

the night in the room of another student 
in her own dormitory or in the room of 
another dormitory on the campus on this 
night only. If a student is spending Sat- 
urday night with another student, she 
shall consider the latter’s room as her own 
for the night, reporting there not later 
than 11:00. She must check with her own 
hostess and also with the hostess of the 
dormitory she is visiting. 

Guests: The crowded condition of the 
dormitories makes it inconvenient to have 
overnight guests. It is not best for parents 
or guests, therefore, to request over-night 
entertainment in students’ rooms. Any 
student wishing to entertain a girl friend 
should confer with the hostess in her dor- 
mitory in advance and make satisfactory 
arrangements. 

Men visitors, whether relatives or not, 
are to be received only in the drawing 
rooms and parlors. 

Parlors: Dormitory parlors may be 

used for vespers and house meetings, but 
not for club meetings, recitals, or enter- 
tainments. Such meetings should be held 
at other approved places. Refreshments 
are not to be served in the parlors or 
reception rooms. 
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Card-playing in the parlors on Sunday 
is not permitted. 

No dancing is permitted in the dormi- 
tory rooms, halls, or parlors. 

Rooms: Nothing may be tacked, pin- 

ned, nailed, glued, or in any other way 
fastened to the surface of the walls or 
the woodwork of the college buildings nor 
shall clothes hangers be hung over doors 
or on light fixtures. 

All students are expected to keep their 
rooms in good order, as to both cleanliness 
and arrangement. The college reserves 
the right to refuse room space to any 
student who is consistently negligent in 
this regard. 

Trunks may not be placed in students’ 
rooms or corridors. They must be placed 
in the storage rooms upon being brought 
to the campus and must be unpacked and 
packed there. 

Furniture and equipment are not to be 
moved in or out of dormitories or from one 
room to another without the approval of 
the Director of Dormitories. 

All posters are to be displayed on bul- 
letin boards only. 

The use of candles or any other type 
of lighting which constitutes a fire hazard 
is prohibited. No candles are to be used 
in any of the buildings or on the campus, 
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except in the dining halls and the Col- 
lege Shoppe under close supervision. 

Electrical appliances other than radios 
and lamps are not to be connected in 
students’ rooms. All other appliances a 
student may wish to use must be confined 
to the pressing rooms or kitchenettes. 

Food: Any food kept in a student’s 

room must be stored in glass or metal 
containers. Food should not be served in 
a dormitory room for sanitary reasons 
and because of the general welfare of the 
dormitory occupants. Serving of personal 
food should be confined to the dinettes, 
kitchenettes, and other approved places. 

No food may be delivered by a merchant 
to any dormitory at any time. 

Pay Phones: Students who live in dor- 

mitories where there are no pay phones 

must reverse the charges on long distance 
calls, unless in case of emergency they 
receive permission in advance from their 
dormitory hostess to make the call. 

CAMPUS LIFE 

Smoking: Smoking by students is dis- 

couraged at all times. Those who have 
acquired the habit may smoke in their 
dormitory rooms only. Smokers are held 
strictly responsible for any damage to 
college property. Visitors are not per- 
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mitted to smoke in the parlors. Smoking 
is prohibited in any public place in Fred- 
ericksburg and on the college bus. The 
only exception to this rule is that a girl 
who is having dinner in town with her 
parents, date, or other girls may smoke. 

Drinking: Drinking of intoxicating 

beverages by students is not condoned. 
Students having intoxicating beverages in 
their possession or drinking in the vicinity 
of Fredericksburg at any time are con- 
sidered to have committed a most serious 
offense, and are answerable to Joint 
Council. 

Students who leave the college to spend 
the day in Fredericksburg or at nearby 
places or resorts are expected to conform 
strictly to the regulations in regard to 
drinking alcoholic beverages. Any conduct, 
due to drinking or otherwise, which tends 
to bring disrepute upon the college or the 
student body will not be tolerated, and 
the students involved will be held account- 
able. 

When a student is enroute to and from 
the college or at any place other than her 
home during any college session, she is 
at all times under the jurisdiction of the 
college and directly responsible to the 
college for her deportment. 

Dancing: All dances held on the campus 
on Saturday shall end at least by 11:59 
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p.m. After that hour the Dean of Women 
may give permission for the dancers to go 
to the tea room or dining room for re- 
freshments, but no further dancing may 
be done. 

No dancing is permitted in the dormi- 
tories, rooms, halls, or parlors. 

Hitch-hiking or other conduct unbecom- 
ing to refined womanhood, or which 
would bring reproach to the student or the 
college, will not be tolerated and drastic 
measures are provided for all such offens- 


Olothinsr: Riding habits may be worn 

to the dining room only in the pink unit. 

No head scarves or curlers are to appear 
in the dining room except that scarves 
may cover pin curls at breakfast. 

Students may engage in the following 
activities on Sunday afternoons: 

(1) Students may swim from 4:00 to 
5:00 p. m., provided they use 
college swimming suits in the pool. 

(2) Students may engage in horseback 
riding, tennis, and golf after 1:00 
p. m. 

(3) These privileges are extended to 
college students only. For regula- 
tions in regard to approved dates 
see page 62. 

Sun-bathing must be confined to the 
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tennis courts and to the immediate area 
of the outdoor swimming pool. Residents 
of Tri-Unit may sunbathe on the ramps 
between the units. Pools at Framar and 
Trench Hill are for exclusive use of resi- 
dents of those houses for both sunning 
and bathing. It is prohibited on Sunday. 
Sun-bathers must at all times be properly 
clad, either in bathing suits or sun suits. 
Pillows or other college property used 
will be charged to students if lost or 
damaged. 

It is not considered good taste for a stu- 
dent to lounge or sprawl on the campus 
grounds and students are expected to re- 
frain from doing so. 

Horseback Riding: Written permission 

from parent or guardian must be filed 
with the riding master for horseback 
riding either for class or recreational rid- 
ing. A student may ride at the Oak Hill 
Stables outside class periods if she has 
checked with the riding instructor. 

A taxi may be called on the main cam- 
pus only to Chandler Circle or to the 
parking area beside George Washington 
Hall or to any one of the small dormi- 
tories. 

MEALS AND THE DINING HALLS 

Students are urged to attend all meals 
for the sake of their health. 
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Each table in the dining halls will be 
presided over by a Senior or Junior who 
may have the privilege of inviting stu- 
dents to sit at her table. She may dismiss 
her table at lunch. Each dining room is 
dismissed as a whole at dinner by the 
hostess in charge of it. 

A student may have dinner in one of 
the buffet rooms or kitchenettes in her 
dormitory at the dinner hour. This does 
not include students with dates. 

No dishes or other equipment are to 
be taken from the dining halls or the 
College Shoppe. A student who is too 
ill to go to her meals must be in the in- 
firmary. 

Students may not appear in the dining 
room with their hair in curlers at any 
meal. Only at breakfast will a scarf to 
cover pin curls be permitted. At lunch 
and dinner girls must not appear in 
scarves or curlers. 

Students wearing riding habits may eat 
in only the pink unit of the Dining Hall. 

TRIPS TO TOWN 

Students shall neither stand nor walk 
on the streets with young men, nor sit 
with them in public eating places unless 
they are with approved escorts and have 
signed out with their dormitory hostess. 
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Students must not dress in such a man- 
ner as to bring unfavorable comment up- 
on the college group as a whole when on 
the campus, attending classes, going to 
town, or on any occasion. Good taste in 
grooming is the standard to be maintained 
at all times. Slacks, overalls and other 
unconventional costumes are not to be 
worn. 

Students must be back on the Hill by 
6:00 p. m., except for their night in town. 

Students who have the privilege of 
going to town at night must be back on 
the Hill by 10:30 p. m., at which time 
every student must be in her own dormi- 
tory. 

Students are permitted to go to town 
to moving pictures or other approved en- 
tertainment on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays in accordance with 
regulations indicated in their class privi- 
leges. However, it may be necessary to 
make certain temporary changes or ad- 
justments in the nights specified on which 
students may go to town, for example, 
on those occasions when the streets are 
particularly crowded or congested due 
to special conditions. 

Students must sign the Hostess Book in 
the dormitory in which they reside before 
going to town at night and must check 
in on return. 
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Students may take dinner in a home in 
town, provided an invitation has been 
extended by the hostess through the Dean 
of Women and approved by her. Such 
students must check out with the hostess 
on leaving the campus and check in on 
returning, not later than 10:30 p. m. The 
student must return to the college im- 
mediately after leaving the home of her 
hostess. 

No student living in a dormitory may 
patronize any store, lunch counter, or 
other similar place of business except 
the College Shoppe after 6:00 p. m., with 
the exception of the nights • she is per- 
mitted to go to town under college regula- 
tions. 

Students may go to town on Sunday 
morning only for Sunday School and 
Church services, except in cases of special 
permission. 

Visiting in Town. — Students may spend 
Sunday in a home in town provided the 
invitation is extended to them through 
the office of the Dean of Women and ap- 
proved by her. Such students must check 
when they leave the college and re-check 
in person with their hostess not later than 
6:00 p. m., except Seniors who must check 
in by 10:30 p. m. 

Students are allowed to go into hotels 
or other eating places on Sunday only 
for their- noonday dinner if they wish to 
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eat that with approved escorts or other 
girl students. 

Students may go for rural walks in 
groups of four or more on any day in- 
cluding Sunday. Students in groups of 
two, or one student and her approved 
escort may visit special historic places in 
town, but these privileges do not include 
strolling along or on main highways. 
Students are not to wear shorts, slacks, 
overalls or any unconventional or abbre- 
viated costumes on these walks, and must 
sign out with the hostess of the building 
in which they live and check in with her 
on their return not later than 5:30 p. m. 

DATES 

Calling List. — All young men who call 
on students at the college must be on the 
approved calling list. A student must have 
written approval from her parents or 
guardian sent to the Dean of Women in 
order to have an out-of-town date placed 
on this list, and town men must make 
arrangements with the Dean of Women 
in person. Anyone who disregards the 
standards and regulations of the college 
will be removed from the calling list by 
the Dean of Women. 

Guest Card. — On arrival at the college 
a date must call at the office of the hostess

in charge of the dormitory in which the 
student lives to get an official guest card 
for each visit. 

No one is permitted to call while under 
the influence of any intoxicant. Any per- 
son who is so inconsiderate as to ignore 
this important regulation or whose con- 
duct is otherwise objectionable is auto- 
matically removed from the calling list by 
the Dean of Women. 

All visitors must leave the campus by 
10:30 p. m., Sunday through Friday, and 
11:00 p. m Saturday. No dates are to call 
before 9:00 a. m. 

At the end of a dance, an escort may 
accompany a student to the door of her 

dormitory, but must leave immediately 
without entering the building. 

Town and local men may date on Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday nights only. 
“Local” shall be interpreted as meaning 
living within a twenty-five mile radius of 
the college. 

Entertainment of Men Callers: (a) A 

student may entertain only in the parlors 
or drawing rooms of the dormitory in 
which she lives, (b) Students with or 
without dates may stroll during the day 
on any of the walks of the campus, (c) 
An approved date accompanied by a stu- 
dent may use the college golf course, the 
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tennis courts, and the riding facilities by 
paying a fee of $.50 for tennis, a $1.00 
green fee for golf, and the prevailing fee 
for horseback riding. Because of conges- 
tion and specific health regulations, the 
swimming pools are not available to dates. 
Tickets admitting dates to these facilities 
must be secured from the office of the 
Dean of Women. Fees for horseback rid- 
ing will be paid direct to the stables. 
Hours available to student dates for ten- 
nis and golf will be posted by the Head 
of the Department of Physical Education, 
and are subject to change from time to 
time, (d) Students may go to the College 
Shoppe with an approved escort, (e) 
Students may take approved dates to in- 
formal dances or entertainments and mov- 
ing pictures sponsored by the college, pro- 
vided the dates have guest cards from 
the office of the dormitory hostess to that 
effect. 

Students may entertain on the camp- 
us after sunset within the area bounded by 
the main entrance of Willard Hall, the 
west entrance of E. Lee Trinkle Library, 
and the area including Westmoreland 
Hall, Chandler Hall, and Virginia Hall. 

Any student with an approved escort 
may take midday Sunday dinner or lunch 
any day in Fredericksburg, with the ap- 
proval of her hostess.

Any student with an approved escort 
may go to the movies on Sunday after- 
noon. 

Permission for students living in col- 
lege dormitories for any engagement in 
private homes, with or without dates, 
must be arranged with the Dean of Wom- 
en by the hostess of the home. 

Any student may go to church with an 
approved escort on Sunday morning, 
either walking or riding, and returning 
immediately after the services to the col- 
lege unless they eat Sunday noon meal 
in town. In this case they must return 
to the college immediately after the meal. 
Such students, when riding, on leaving 
and returning to the college must check 
in with the hostess of their dormitory. 
(See Riding) 

Any student from one of the three upper 
classes may ride with a date directly to 
the movies in Fredericksburg, to dinner 
in town, or both, and ride directly back. 
Freshmen, in two couples, have the same 
privilege. 

One student with an approved escort 
may walk to historic shrines in Fred- 
ericksburg any afternoon. She must sign 
out and in with her dormitory hostess, 
and she must be back on campus by 5:30 
p. m. 
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A student and an approved escort may 
visit neighboring cities on Saturday and 
Sunday provided her permission is on file. 
She may not leave the college later than 
12:30 p. m., returning by 11:00 p. m. on 
Saturday, or 10:30 p. m. on Sunday and 
checking in, in person, with her dormitory 
hostess. 

A student and her approved escort may 
spend Saturday or Sunday at a neighbor- 
ing beach (except that Colonial Beach is 
not permitted), if her permission is on 
file, and if she signs out and in with her 
hostess. She must leave the beach by 6:00 
p.m. and return directly to the college. 

WEEK-END AND HOLIDAY VISITS 

A student is under the jurisdiction of 
the college at all times, is held direct- 
ly responsible to the college for her de- 
portment while away on week-end visits 
or enroute to and from the college. How- 
ever, students visiting away from the col- 
lege or in the homes of their friends will 
not be expected to adhere to all detailed 
Handbook regulations, such as dinner 
dates, going to movies, riding in automo- 
biles, etc. 

On college bus trips it is not permis- 
sible to stop for refreshments on the 
return trip unless the bus will be back 
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on the campus by 11:00 p. m. with time 
out for the stop. 

Students are permitted to make week- 
end visits at such times as will not con- 
flict with class schedules or college obliga- 
tions under the regulations indicated be- 
low: 

Students may go home over the week- 
ends provided they have permission on 
file from parents or guardian with the 
Dean of Women to cover the trip. Each 
student must sign with her dormitory 
hostess on leaving and check in immedi- 
ately upon returning. 

A student may spend the day or night 
out of town when not going home, pro- 
vided the General Permission Card, prop- 
erly checked and signed by parent or 
guardian, is on file in the office of the 
Dean of Women. In the neighboring city 
she must spend the night with friends or 
relatives or in only those public inns that 
are approved by the college, names of 
which may be obtained from the Dean of 
Women’s office. Girls spending the week- 
end out of town must return by 10:30 p.m. 
Sunday, unless given special permission 
by the Dean of Women to return late. 

Students may with special permission of 
the Dean of Women make trips away from 
the college under approved conditions dur- 
ing the week. Should they wish to go away 
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with or without cutting classes, they must 
see the Dean of Women personally. 

A student not going directly home from 
college when she leaves for a week-end, 
a scheduled holiday, or at any other 
time, must be governed by the regulations 
in the preceding paragraph. 

No student may leave the campus to go 
away from town after 6:00 p. m. on any 
day, except by special permission from 
the Dean of Women. 

Students visiting in Charlottesville for 
the week-end, or attending any of the 
dances at the University of Virginia, will 
be placed in homes by the Social Commit- 
tee of the University of Virginia. Arrange- 
ments for this placement are made 
through the Dean of Women’s office, and 
may not be made by the girls or their 
escorts. 

Every student, whether visiting, or 
attending dances at neighboring colleges 
shall check in with her hostess following 
the dances on Friday and Saturday nights 
within an hour after the feature dance is 
over. 

Students returning from trips must 
come directly to the college after enter- 
ing the city limits of Fredericksburg, un- 
less accompanied by a member of their 
immediate family. 

Students must be in their respective 
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dormitories by 10:30 p. m. on every night 
except Saturday, when they may not be 
later than 11:00 p. m. 

When a student is unable to return to 
the campus at the time expected she 
should notify the Dean of Women by tele- 
phone if possible, unless she is away from 
the campus on a visit to her own home 
and then the communication should come 
from the parent. 

No student is at any time to admit 
anyone to a dormitory after closing hour. 
Any violation of this regulation will be 
regarded as a serious offense. 

Students may, with permission from the 
Dean of Women, spend the week-end in 
town with members of the immediate 
family only. 


AUTOMOBILES 

No student may keep an automobile 
on campus until she is in the last semes- 
ter of her senior year. 

No car may be driven locally, except to 
and from practice teaching, by a student, 
nor may it be used at all except on week- 
ends. 

A second-semester Senior must have 
written permission from her parents to 
drive her car even on week-ends any- 
where other than home. 

No student car owner may pick up 
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another student to drive her anywhere 
unless the rider has written parental per- 
mission to ride with other girl students. 

Girls must not sit in cars with men 
callers on campus at any time. 

A student may ride with a member of 
her immediate family, returning to the 
college not later than 10:30 p. m., or with 
members of the faculty or the parents 
of other students. All riding permissions 
entail checking with the hostess of the 
student’s respective dormitory on leaving 
and returning. 

Any student may ride with women town 
students or veterans to and from the 
campus only. Riding with students or 
others under other circumstances must 
be with special permission as described 
in preceding paragraphs. 

A student is permitted to accept pick- 
up rides from her parents, guardians, or 
from members of the staff and the faculty 
or their wives. Students are not permitted 
under any circumstances to accept pick- 
up rides from any one else. 

Any student, with a date, may ride in 
public conveyance or private car directly 
to and from church. If the student has 
been to church she may stay with her 
date to dinner in town before returning 
to campus. Any violation of this privi- 
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lege is considered one of the most serious 
offenses and punishable accordingly. The 
student must sign out with her hostess 
and check in with her on her return. 

Riding in cars within a ten-mile radius 
of Fredericksburg is not permitted except 
under the following conditions: 

1. Juniors and Seniors riding before 
5:30 p. m. within a ten-mile radius 
of campus. 

2. Students riding directly to dinner 
and movies in town at niglit. 

3. Any student riding directly to 
church and dinner on Sunday. Rid- 
ing in cars under other conditions 
is considered one of the most serious 
offenses against college regulations. 

Riding with any one to whom the col- 
lege has refused its social courtesies, or 
with any one whom the college considers 
undesirable, is forbidden. 

A student may travel in a public auto- 
mobile when hired for business use, with- 
out special permission, unless the ride 
would take her out of the bounds per- 
mitted by the college, in which case the 
student must consult the Dean of Women 
before the trip is made. 

In addition to the above regulations, 
students are permitted to ride to and from 
such parties given locally as are approved 
by the college, but in no case shall a 
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student ride with anyone from whom 
the calling privilege of the college has 
been withdrawn. 

SENIOR REGULATIONS 

Lights out. — Seniors must put out lights 
promptly at 12:00 midnight every night, 
and the lights must remain off until 5:00 
a. m. No light cuts shall ever be granted 
to Seniors. 

Seniors may go to town four nights a 
month in groups of three or under ap- 
proved chaperonage. 

Riding with dates. — Seniors, two or 
more, may ride with dates in the after- 
noon twice a week until 5:30 provided 
they have written permission from their 
parents to this effect on file with the Dean 
of Women. These rides must be within a 
radius of ten miles from the campus. Stu- 
dents must sign out with the hostess and 
check in with her on returning. 

Any Senior may take the evening meal 
in town with an escort once a week or 
any night except Wednesday in addition 
to week-end nights. (Week-ends are in- 
terpreted to be Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day.) On Monday, Tuesday, Thurs- 
day, or Friday nights, or any afternoon, 
the couple may attend the movies in town. 
They may go to dinner, the movies, or 
both, by riding in public or private con- 
veyance or walking. The Senior must 
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sign out and in with her dormitory hos- 
tess. 

Two or more Seniors with approved 
escorts may attend evening church serv- 
ices provided they return immediately 
after the service. The may either ride in 
a private or public conveyance or walk. 
They must sign with the hostesses of their 
respective dormitories on leaving and re- 
turning. 

Only second-semester seniors may own 
cars. No car may be driven locally by the 
students, except to practice-teaching 
classes, nor may it be used at all except 
on week-ends. She must have written 
permission from her parents to drive even 
on week-ends anywhere other than home. 


JUNIOR REGULATIONS 

Lights out. — Juniors must put out lights 
promptly at 12:00 midnight every night, 
and the lights must remain off until 5:00 
a. m. No light cuts shall ever be granted 
to Juniors. 

Juniors may go three nights a month 
to town in groups of three or under ap- 
proved chaperonage. 

Juniors may attend evening church 
services in groups of three. 

Riding with dates. — Juniors, two or

more, may ride with dates in the after- 
noon twice a week until 5:30 provided 
they have written permission from their 
parents to this effect on file with the Dean 
of Women. These rides must be within 
a radius of ten miles from the campus. 
Students must sign out with the hostess 
and check in with her on returning. 

Any Junior may take the evening meal 
in town once a week on any week-night 
except Wednesday, in addition to week- 
end nights, with an approved escort. The 
couple may ride in a public or private 
conveyance or walk. On Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday, or Friday nights, or any after- 
noon, the couple may attend the movies 
in town, walking or riding directly there. 
The Junior must sign out and in with her 
dormitory hostess. 

SOPHOMORE REGULATIONS 

Lights out. — Sophomores must put out 
lights promptly at 12:00 midnight every 
night, and the lights must remain off until 
5:00 a. m. No light cuts shall ever be 
granted to Sophomores. 

Sophomores may go to town two nights 
a month in groups of four or under ap- 
proved chaperonage. 

Sophomores may attend evening church 
services in groups of four. If a sophomore 
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is in a group of upperclassmen, there must 
be four in the group. 

Any Sophomore may take the evening 
meal in town once a week on any week- 
night except Wednesday, in addition to 
week-ends, with an approved escort. The 
couple may ride or walk. On Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday, or Friday nights, or 
any afternoon, the couple may attend the 
movies in town, walking or riding directly 
there. The Sophomore must sign out and 
in with her dormitory hostess. 

FRESHMAN REGULATIONS 

Lights out. — Students in their freshman 
year must put out lights promptly at 
11:00 p. m., except on Saturday nights and 
nights of convocation when the light bell 
will ring at 12:00 midnight. Lights shall 
not be turned on till 5:00 a. m. 

The house president, working with 
the dormitory hostess, may grant a fresh- 
man a light cut until 12:00 midnight on a 
night when she has attended a lyceum 
program, or on any night before the day 
on which she has an examination, or 
on any night except Sunday before a day 
on which she has two tests. 

Freshmen may go to town one night a 
month in groups of four or under ap- 
proved chaperonage. In case a Freshman 
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or Sophomore is in the group with Juniors 
or Seniors there must be four in the 
group. 

Freshmen may attend evening church 
services in groups of four. If a freshman 
is in a group of upperclassmen, there must 
be four in the group. 

Any Freshman may take the evening 
meal in town once a week in addition to 
week-ends, with an approved escort ex- 
cept on Wednesday night. Two couples 
may ride but one couple has to walk. On 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, or Friday 
nights or any afternoon, the couple may 
attend the movies in town, walking or 
riding, two couples to the car. The Fresh- 
man must sign out and in with her dormi- 
tory hostess.

PURPOSE

We, the members of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association of Mary Washington 
College, unite in the desire to realize full 
and creative life through a growing knowl- 
edge of God. 

We determine to have a part in making 
this life possible for all people. 

In this task we seek to understand Jesus 
and follow Him. 

Y. W. C. A. MEMBERSHIP 
Association 

It is the privilege of every student to 
become a member of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association of Mary Washington 
College. Membership can be attained by 
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pledging oneself to uphold the purpose of 
the association. Members may be partici- 
pants in a Freshman Activity Group or a 
committee composed of upper-classmen or 
they may be associates. Associates are 
those who do not actively participate in 
either of the two above groups, but who do 
uphold the standards of their “Y.” These 
associates are entitled to a vote in matters 
concerning the Y. W. C. A. and are privi- 
leged to participate in the activities of the 
association. 


Committee Work 

Groups of upper-classmen organized in 
standing committees make possible the 
functioning of a wide variety of activities. 
Members of these committees are active in 
the planning and execution of the work of 
their committees. 

Freshman Activity Groups 

Freshmen members of the association 
have the same standing as upper-classmen 
members. However, instead of working on 
committees, freshmen are invited to join 
activity groups advised by the Senior Com- 
mission. From each of the interest groups 
is chosen a commissioner to represent the 
group and a portion of the freshman class 
in Freshman Commission and Y. W. Cab- 
inet. 
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These groups continue for the entire 
freshman year, leading the freshmen nat- 
urally and easily into further and more 
active participation in Y. W. committee 
work during their three remaining years 
on campus. The work within the activity 
group is governed by the needs of the 
Freshmen in the group. Toward this end, 
discussions and seminars are held in ad- 
dition to activities of a more social nature. 

Y. W. C. A. Cabinet 

The cabinet of Y. W. C. A. is the hub of 
the Young Women’s Christian Association. 
Members included in the cabinet are the 
officers, chairmen of the standing commit- 
tees, ex-officio members from Student 
Government, Freshman Commission and 
R. A. president. The officers and chair- 
men are chosen from members of the 
association. 

It is the purpose of the cabinet to serve 
the campus by projecting a Christian phil- 
osophy into every phase of college life, by 
building the physical, developing the men- 
tal, and inspiring the social. 

Senior Commission 

The Senior Commission is composed of 
prominent Juniors and Seniors who are 
chosen by the Y. W. Cabinet. The Commis- 
sion works as senior advisers for the 
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Freshman Commission and helps the 
Freshmen Class as a whole to feel more 
at home on the Hill. 

Freshman Commission 

The Freshman Commission is chosen to 
represent the Freshman Class in the Y. W. 
C. A. It is organized in the same manner 
as the Y. W. Cabinet and cooperates with 
the cabinet on many of its activities. One 
of the highest honors attainable by a fresh- 
man is to be elected a Y. W. C. A. Commis- 
sioner. 


Y. W. C. A. ACTIVITIES 
The Kid Party 

The Kid Party, scheduled early in the 
fall semester, is anticipated with en- 
thusiasm by students and faculty alike. 
Freshmen, dressed as little girls, compete 
for the coveted first prize and the recog- 
nition that comes with it. The “kids” 
parade before three judges, who choose 
the best “kid” on the basis of childlike 
simplicity of dress and manner. Gaudy, 
tacky party costumes are not in order 
and will be eliminated immediately. 

Peanut Week 

At a specified time peaunt shells are 
distributed in the dining halls. Within the 
shell is to be found the name of some stu- 
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dent to whom one is secretly to “play 
peanut.” The object of the game is for 
everyone to see how nice she can be to 
her “peanut” without the latter finding 
out just who is the thoughtful person. 
The culmination of the fun comes on the 
night of the “Peanut Party,” when every- 
one learns who her heretofore unknown 
benefactor is. 

Y. W. C. A. Teas 

The Y. W. teas are held on Sunday after- 
noons throughout the year and are de- 
lightful affairs. Each student is invited to 
one at some time during the session. 

Big and Little Sisters 

The Big and Little Sister Plan is spon- 
sored by the Y. W. C. A. and explains why 
you received a letter from some “nice 
stranger” who informed you she was your 
“big sister.” Although you had not here- 
tofore been cognizant of the relationship, 
you were assured such a one existed and 
were urged to write “real soon” to such 
and such address. 

During the summer each upperclassman 
desiring a “little sister” is given the name 
of an incoming Freshman in order that 
she may establish a friendship with her 
and help her in her preparation by an- 
swering any questions about the college 
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that may arise. There is always a great 
eagerness on registration day to hunt out 
one’s sister and “see what she’s like.” 

All during the first few months the big 
sister helps her little sister to become ad- 
justed and acts as her adviser throughout 
the year. 

Religious Emphasis Week 

To increase the spiritual life and inter- 
est of the whole student body, “Y” spon- 
sors Religious Emphasis Week, bringing to 
the campus outstanding religious leaders 
to counsel and inspire.

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THE RECREATION ASSOCIATION 


The Recreation Association of Mary 
Washington College is a member of the 
national organization — The Athletic Feder- 
ation of College Women. A sane program 
of athletics and recreational activities to 
ease the strain of a busy life and to build 
efficiency is needed in any college. It is for 
such purposes that the Recreation Associa- 
tion offers a varied program of activities 
to meet the growing needs of the students. 

Any student enrolled in Mary Washing- 
ton College is eligible for membership 
provided she participates in at least one 
of the activities offered each semester. 
Early in September every student is given 
an opportunity to become a member. 

Every student is urged to take part in 
the various sports and activities offered in 
order to earn points toward the college 
letter and sweater. The points are com- 
puted according to the “W. A. A. Point 
System.” This point system is included in 
the Constitution under Article XIII, By- 
Laws V. 


SPORTS 

During the fall the college sports pro- 
gram includes intramural hockey, tennis, 
badminton, and volleyball tournaments, 
and the Terrapin Club gives a swimming 
exhibition.

The winter program includes inter-class 
and dormitory basketball games, bowling, 
and swimming events. Ping-pong and bad- 
minton are popular winter games, and sev- 
eral autumn sports are carried over into 
the winter season. The Terrapin Club 
sponsors the Intercollegiate Telegraphic 
Swimming Meet, and there are also inter- 
class and Devil-Goat swimming meets. The 
annual Gymkhana is usually held during 
the winter months. 

Golf, softball, tennis, archery, and rid- 
ing are popular sports during the spring, 
when the Terrapin Club holds its spring 
aquacade and the riding clubs sponsor 
their annual horse shows. 

All students are eligible to try out for 
places on class teams, and are urged to 
watch the bulletin boards in college build- 
ings for announcements of practice hours. 

The riding, swimming, outing, and mod- 
ern dance clubs — major clubs in the asso- 
ciation — sponsor numerous activities 
throughout the school year and offer many 
opportunities for students to participate 
in the college sports program.

SPORT FACILITIES 


Ample facilities are provided on the 
campus for participation in all sports. 
There is a large indoor swimming pool, 
equipped with showers; and an outdoor 
pool with bathhouse, showers, and other 
facilities. 

An archery range, golf course, ice skat- 
ing rink, and an athletic field are located 
on the campus. Tennis courts and adja- 
cent bridle paths offer hours of pleasant 
recreation and enjoyment to the student 
who takes pleasure in outdoor activities. 

The gymnasium has facilities for such 
sports as volley ball, basketball, bad- 
minton, ping-pong, shuffleboard, and danc- 
ing. 


DEVIL-GOAT RIVALRY 

“And the Goat shall be your emblem.’* 
The “Goat” is a symbol of which you shall 
grow to be proud — so proud, in fact, that 
you will buy a little piece of green flannel 
in the shape of a goat and wear it on your 
yellow sweater to show the world that you 
belong to the clan of even year, the Goats. 

Devil-Goat rivalry prevails throughout 
the year, and is evidenced in several sports 
events. The climax of the competition is 
attained on Devil-Goat Day, when the 
Devils and the Goats meet in a final series 
of events to determine the victor in the 
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year’s struggle. The explanation of the 
whole “devilish” idea is this: students who 
enter the college in an odd year are termed 
Devils, and those who enter in an even 
year are named Goats. There is an in- 
tense rivalry between the two clans, each 
trying to amass the greater total number 
of points in frequent athletic contests dur- 
ing the college session. At the end of the 
year the clan having won the greater num- 
ber of points is suitably rewarded. 

THE CABIN 

Upon the crest of a high hill, in a re- 
mote and secluded section of the campus, 
stands the “cabin.” It was built several 
years ago and many are the frolics that 
have been held there. 

The cabin can boast of modern sanitary 
equipment, electric lights, and running 
water. It has a large fireplace and is fit- 
ted up in a rustic fashion.

Reservations must be 
made with the Cabin Chairman and ar- 
rangements made for a member of the fac- 
ulty to accompany the group as chaperon.
